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LIVE TOPICS IN NEW YORK. 


The Greater New York Post-office, Chirlat- 
mas Celebrations in New York. How 
the Greater City will be ushered in. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 


New York, Dec. 29, 1897, 

One of the most ‘interesting and im- 
portant features of the Greater New 
York’Consolifation will be the re-ar- 
rangement of the postal system within 
the embraced territory. It has just 
been decided to consolidate the seventy 
separate post offices now in this terri- 
tory into four main offices. This con- 


clusion has been reached after _most_ 


thorough investigation. © Expert opin- 
ions were gathered from all the Jead- 
ing postal authorities inthe country, 
and from all the living ex-postmasters 
of New York. Public opinion was 
also elicited from 4 répresentative num- 
ber of patrons of the offices concerned. 

Among the offices affected are almost 


|.dvery variety known to the Post Office 


Department, from the tiny. set of 
pigeon holes ina grocery store to-the 
huge granite building. There is for 


in Queen’s County, one of the smallest 
offises in the country, its net receipts 
being only $70" per -year,- and there is 
the enormous New York office, the 
largestin the country. Never beforg 
in the history of the American postal 
system has sucha diversity of offices 
been combined andthe experiment is 
awaited-with the keenest interest. by 
post office officials, throughout the 
Union. George W. Beavers, chief of 
the salaries and allowances Depart: 
ment, has charge of the arrangements 
for consolidation. He hopes to have 
everything ready for the change. by 
January first. 

‘Several thousand officials and em- 
ployees will be necessary to manage 
the ‘great consolidated system. At the 
head of this small army will be the 
Post Master.—-He-will-receive-a-salary. 
of $8000 per year, or the’ same as the 
Vice-Presideny of the United States re- 
ceives. The annual receipts of the 
office will be $8,000,000. The expen- 
ses will be nearly $3,500,000, leaving 
an.annual profit of $4, 500,000. 

Consolidation 18 certain 10 greatly 
increase the efficiency of the mail ser- 
vice in Greater New York and through 
this example ofthe -postal-—service- 
throughout the entiré country. 
Through and foreign mails which have 
to pass through New York will be 
handled with greater cecerity, the free 
delivery system will be introduced into 
large areas not now enjoying it, and 
the advantages of a Metropolitan mail 
service in country districts. The vari- 
ous conveyances which will be used 
for mail transportation within this 
territory will include ferries, railway 
postal cars, street railway postal cars, 
pneumatic tubes, collecting wagons, 
and the regular post oflice trucks. 

Christmas in New York this year 
was celebrated far more extensively 
than usual, there seemipg to have been 
a general increase of~Ohristmas spirit 
among all classes. The last days of the 
shopping season were marked, in the 
largest shops, by a very general . de- 
pletion of stock. Notwithstanding the 
ample provisions that were made for 
the holiday rush, there were practi- 
cally no- goods. -left.-in-many: depart- 
metits of nearly all the leading stores. 
An_ important official of one of the 


largest-express-companies.told_me. the 
other day that during his long experi- 


-ence with the heavy Christmas busi- 


ness, nothing had ever approached the 
weight of this year’s transportation. 
The resumption of good times after 
several yeats of industrial and businers 
deptession, explains: the unusually 
hearty Christmas celebration. All 
over the city, thousatids whose hearts 
last year were heavy and often despair- 
ing,;-were—this_year made light and 


{ happy by the general resumption of 


prosperity. 

The story of how the Santa Claus 
spirit-was given expression in Greater 
New-York is_atale of happiness and 
good cheer. Of the many thousands 
of occasions at which generosity and 
jollityand thankfulness were delight- 
fully mingled, only a few of the more 
couspicuous can be hinted at.

—Another~of- 


the family, Jn, Freeye, came to Massa- 
chusetts in 1698, ‘‘after three gener- 
ations had suffered to the point of 
martyrdom, for-religious belief.” This 


gentleman who had for sons, Jonn, 


Jesse, Ebenezer and Jonathan, “did 
drop his.title, abridge his name, and 
become plain Mr. Frye.” His Bible it 
is that now is guarded by Senator 
Frye.” : 
All this is very well as far as the orige 
inal owner of the Bible may have 
thought best to brag about his nobility, 
etc, and it will prove to be very inter- 
esting, if older than the coming of our 
emigrant John b. 1601, arriving in New. 
England in 1638 (perhaps 1698 above 
should read 1688). Our John may be the 
son of the John above, and the old 
gentleman -may.-have..come..along .to 
Newbury with our-John and Anne, 
and brothers Ebenezer, Jesse and 
Jonathan may have come to America, 
died young here or have. been trans- 
ported to-other ports. We certainly 
have no family in Andover of that de- 
scription. The family of ‘Sam had- for 
eldest, two sons John and Ebenezer. 
No Jesse or Jonathan was sent to..Sam 
as faras we know and Nathan, Sam

struction is quite simple.-_Fold the rib- 
bon in half, and in the fold place a 
spool of patent shot thread. Above it 
on the silk lightly mark a line in order 
that when a row of machine stitching 
is_run across the spool will be held in 
place, but not so tightly that the thread 
cannot be unwound. Above the thread 
pocket make a similar pocket for the 
paper of needles, then one for the scis- 
sors, and above this join the sides of the 
ribbon to form,a small bag. Turndown 
the rough edges of the ribbon’and-make 
-a_narrow.casing in which-a-semalt eord 
isto be run. This not only draws up 
the little ribbon bag, but serves to hang 
up the entire article. To the back of the 
bag .attach six buttonboled leaves of 
white flannel for the needlebook. The 
motto can first be outlined on the-rib- 
bon with a soft pencil and then embroid- 
ered in with silk. Bright red and olive 
green make a dainty, pretty bag.
